To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Driffield  Rural  District 
Mr.  Chairman.,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  again  combining  in  one  the  Annual  Reports  of  two  years.  Shortage 
Staff  and  Clerical  help  as  well  as  muoh  increased  work  has  been  the 
.'ause  of  delay  in  the  issue  of  this  Report, 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  tlxat  the  past  two  years  j the  thii*d  and 
fourth  years  of  the  war  have  shevm  no  obvious  change  in  the  health  of  the 
iniiabitants , temporary  and  permanent,  of  this  district. 

No  epidemics  of  any  severity  have  occurred,  and  the  standard  of  nutrition 
in  this  country  area  can  be  said  to  be  good. 

Anxiety  has  been  expressed  about  ’blie  housing  conditions  v/hioh  are 
extremely  bad  in  many  cases.  Condemned  projoerty  was  occupied  in  the  rush  evacuation 
of  1939  and  has  naturally  deteriorated  until  some  of  the  cottages  are  almost  falling 
down. 

No  remedy  can  be  found  for  this  until  nev/  houses  can  be  ereoted. 

Sewage  conditions  are  poor,  as  they  always  have  been,'  and  labour 
difficulties  have  prevented  us  from  oarrjf'ing  out  the  regular  attention  w'liioh  the 
present  piecemeal  and  sometimes  overloaded  system  needs.

Regular  evacuations  have  taken  place,  and  quite  a number  of  children 
have  reacned  school  leaving  age  and  have  either  returned  home  or  been  put  to  work 
in  the  area,  and  are  under  the  supearvision  of  the  Evacuation  Officer  until  they 
are  16  years  of  age. 

The  Sick  Bay  has  been  a tremendous  success.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year 
141  patients  had  been  admitted,  and  a furbher  126  up  to  the  end  of  1943, 

Many  oases  were  very  difficult  and  needed  special  care,  attention  and 
long  periods  of  treatment,  but  I am  verj,-  satisfied  with  the  results.

Vfater  Supply. 

With  the  exception  of  the  villagos  of  Brigham  (part  of  parish  of  Foston), 
Harpham  (part  of  parish  of  Harpham)  and  Watton,  and  outlying  farms  and  cottages  lying 
away  from  the  mains,  the  whole  distriot  is  well  supplied  by  a piped  main  system 
throughout  the  distriot  oiroulating  from  the  pumping  station  at  Hutton* 

Tile  whole  scheme  belongs  to  the  Counoil  and  is  in  the  charge  of 
0.  B.  Nevfton,  Esq.,  M Ihst.,,  CcEo,>  of  Hull,  who  is  the  Council's  Water  Eingineer 
and  Managoro  Mr®  Nevrcon  has  a Watenrorks  Super intendant  resident  at  the  Runping 
Station. 


The  supply  is  constant  and  of  good  quality.  Samples,  which  have  been 
taken  at  various  times  and  at  difl'orccnt  points  on  the  system,  have  been  submitted 
to  bacteriological  examination  and  hs-vo  boon  satisfactorily  reported  upon. 
Fortnightly  samples  have  boon  taken  since  July^;  1943  3 

Approximately  2292  houses  affecting  8078  of  the  population  are  supplied 
from  the  mains  o 


Chlorination  is  applied  at  the  Pumping  Station  but  it  is  evident  the 
application  has  been  intermittent  as  tests  made  at  various  points  on  the  system 
have  not  shovm  any  degree  of  chlorination  although  assurance  has  been  given  that 
this  has  been  oarried  out.

The  character  and  efficiency  of  drainage  and  sewerage  remains  substantially 
the  same  as  previously  and  as  set  out  'Ln  my  Annual  Report  for  1937.

Prior  to  1st,  February,  1943 
this  work  was  carried  ^ut  by  contract,  but  since  that  date  it  has  been  done  by  Direct 
Labour,  the  Council  acquiring  a motor  lorry  for  this  purpose.

At  Sainton  (4),  Foston  (2),  Harpham  (2)  and  Wansford  (2);  work  on  the 
erection  of  ten  houses  for  the  purpose  of  housing  Agricultural  Workers  was  ooramenoed 
in  1943* 

A further  four  houses  have  been  requisitioned,  three  in  1942  and  one  in 
1943,  making  a total  of  25  houses  requisitioned  for  Evacuees  and  bombed  out  fami '' 

Of  the  above  total,  six  were  de-*requisitioned  in  1942  and  one  in  1943,
